ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ripley  Urban  District  Council. 

xMr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1972.  It  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  instructions  received 
from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

Vigorous  house  building  in  the  District  has  taken  place  in 
advance  of  the  original  estimates.  As  a  result,  although  the 
sewage  scheme  is  virtually  complete  at  the  time  of  writing, 
further  work  will  be  required  to  ensure  a  satisfactory  disposal 
system.  This  will  fall  to  the  new  Water  and  Sewage  organisation 
and  the  new  Councils. 

Improvements  to  property  with  indoor  toilets  and  baths 
were  expected  improvements  with  increased  effluent  requiring 
disposal. 

General  Improvement  Areas  to  improve  amenities  would 
benefit  much  of  the  town  and  other  parts  of  the  District. 

There  is  little  change  in  the  general  statistics.  We  remain 
concerned  at  the  causes  of  death  and  our  inability  to  reduce 
some  of  them.  However,  modern  treatment  has  removed  some 
of  the  older  causes.  People  now  live  longer  to  die  of  other 
causes. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  are  the  largest 
group  followed  by  deaths  from  cancer. 

Changes  of  habit,  for  instance  stopping  cigarette  smoking, 
would  have  a  large  effect  and  reduce  these  deaths  considerably. 

Comments  from  general  practitioners  have  been  of  interest 

The  busy  and  ever  expanding  Ripley  General  Hospital  is  a 
focus  of  much  voluntary  work  in  the  District.  The  support  of 
Consultants  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  interest  of  members  of  the  Council  in  health  matters 
is  a  great  encouragement. 

The  members  of  your  staff  have  worked  hard  and  consist¬ 
ently  during  the  year.

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STATISTICS 


The  Statistics  which  appear  in  this  report  have  been 
compiled  from  information  received  from  a  number  of  sources 
throughout  the  year. 

They  are  kept  to  a  minimum  in  this  report  but  some  are 
necessary  so  that  comparisons  can  be  made  with  previous 
years. 

The  Registrar  of  Births  and  Deaths  for  Ripley  supplies  a 
weekly  return  giving  details  of  births  and  deaths  occurring  in 
the  area. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  are  sent  in  by  Medical 
Practitioners  and  in  cases  of  Tuberculosis  sometimes  by  the 
Chest  Physicians  and  Hospital  Medical  Officers. 

The  notification  of  suspected  cases  is  most  important,  for 
instance  in  poliomyelitis,  food  poisoning  and  dysentery.  Tele¬ 
phone  communications  are  much  appreciated  and  can  save  a 
great  deal  of  time. 

Additional  information  about  infectious  disease  and 
undiagnosed  illnesses  comes  from  hospitals,  school  teachers, 
parents,  health  visitors  and  casual  conversations. 

At  weekly  and  quarterly  intervals,  details  regarding 
infectious  diease,  births  and  deaths,  are  received  from  the 
Registrar  General.  This  enables  a  watch  to  be  kept  on  any 
unusually  prevalent  disease  in  the  County,  or  surrounding 
districts  or  towns. 

Information  received  from  Medical  Officers  of  Health  or 
Port  Medical  Officers  about  travellers  leads  to  surveillance  of 
persons  arriving  from  Smallpox  areas.  Sometimes  contacts  of 
paratyphoid  cases  require  examination  to  ensure  that  they  are 
free  from  disease. 

Many  points  occur  during  the  year  and  are  dealt  with  in  a 
routine  manner. 
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POPULATION 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Urban  District  at  the  30th 
June,  1972,  was  given  by  the  Registrar  General  as  17,920.  This 
is  an  increase  of  40  from  the  estimate  made  at  the  same  time  in 
1971. 

BIRTHS 

240  live  births  were  registered  in  1972  giving  a  crude  birth 
rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  of  13.4.  When  adjusted  for 
comparison  purposes  by  the  application  of  the  comparability 
factor  of  1.01  the  rate  is  13.5  which  compares  with  a  rate  of  14.8 
for  England  and  Wales.  See  Summary  of  Statistics  and  Table  4 

Still  Births 

The  nine  still  births  registered  give  a  rate  per  1,000  births 
(live  and  still)  of  36.0,  which  can  be  compared  with  a  rate  of 
12.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Mortality 

4  deaths  were  recorded  in  children  under  the  age  of  one 
year. 

These  give  an  infant  death  rate  per  thousand  live  births 
of  17.0  and  can  be  compared  with  an  England  and  Wales  rate 
of  17.0. 

Perinatal  Mortality 

The  number  of  still  births  and  infant  deaths  occurring  under 
the  age  of  one  week  is  13  and  gives  a  rate  per  thousand  live  and 
still  births  of  52.0.  This  can  be  compared  with  a  rate  of  22.00 
for  England  and  Wales. 

DEATHS 

260  deaths  were  registered.  These  give  a  crude  death  rate 
per  thousand  of  the  population  of  14.5,  which  after  adjustment 
by  the  application  of  the  comparability  factor  of  0.94  is  13.6.  This 
can  be  compared  with  an  England  and  Wales  rate  of  12.1. 

Deaths  from  Individual  Diseases 

The  260  deaths  are  set  out  in  Table  5  according  to  cause 
and  sex  distribution. 

Disease  of  Heart  and  Circulatory  System 

127  deaths  were  recorded  in  this  group — 65  males  and  62 
females.  81  per  cent  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  65 
years  of  age  and  over. 

Cancer 

51  deaths — 27  men  and  24  women — were  recorded  in  this 
group. 

Deaths  per  thousand  of  the  population  are  set  out  in  the 
Summary  of  Statistics  with  comparative  figures  for  England  and 
Wales. 

11  deaths  occurred  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
— 10  men  and  1  woman. 
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The  following  table  give  the  figures  for  the  last  10  years  : —

Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis 

There  were  17  deaths 

from  pneumonia  and  13  from 

bronchitis.  15  of  the  pneumonia  deaths  and 

10  of  the  bronchitis 

deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  65  years  and 

over. 

Maternal  Deaths 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  registered  in  the  Urban 
District. 


Tuberculosis 

An  elderly  woman  and  two  middle-aged  men  died  from 
respiratory  tuberculosis. 

Accidents 

9  persons — 4  men  and  5  women  died  from  accidents. 

An  elderly  man  and  2  elderly  women  died  from  motor 
vehicle  accidents. 

An  elderly  woman  and  an  elderly  man  died  from  falls  and 
a  middle-aged  man  from  injuries  sustained  in  an  accident  at 
work.  An  elderly  woman  died  from  burns,  an  elderly  woman 
from  a  drug  overdose  and  an  elderly  man  from  accidental 
hypothermia. 

Suicide 

5  persons — 3  men  and  2  women — committed  suicide. 

A  young  man  by  carbon  monoxide  fumes,  a  middle-aged 
man  and  woman  by  barbiturate  poisoning  and  a  man  and  a 
woman  by  drowning. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

57  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  1972. 
The  incidence  of  individual  diseases  was :  Measles  24, 
Scarlet  Fever  24,  Tuberculosis  2,  Whooping  Cough  2,  Food 
Poisoning  1  (not  confirmed),  Infective  Jaundice  1,  Malaria  1, 
Meningococcal  Infection  1,  Paratyphoid  Fever  1. 
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Measles 

24  cases  were  notified.  All  the  cases  occurred  in  children 
11  years  of  age  and  under  and  50  per  cent  in  the  5-9  age  group. 
The  cases  were  spread  over  the  whole  of  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever 

24  cases  were  notified  and  were  spread  over  the  whole  of 
the  year.  11  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  5-9  age  group. 

Tuberculosis 

2  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified — 1  male 
and  1  female. 

Food  Poisoning 

One  case  of  suspected  food  poisoning  was  notified  in  a 
female  aged  one.  After  examination  the  bacteriological  sample 
was  found  to  be  negative. 

Infective  Jaundice 

One  case  was  notified — this  occurred  in  a  female. 

Malaria 

One  case  was  notified — this  occurred  in  a  young  woman 
aged  24  years  and  was  contracted  abroad. 

Meningococcal  Infection 

One  case  was  notified — this  occurred  in  a  baby  aged  one 
year. 

Paratyphoid  Fever 

One  case  was  notified — this  occurred  in  a  young  woman  and 
was  contracted  abroad. 

Whooping  Cough 

2  cases  were  notified — these  are  the  first  cases  notified 
since  1968. 

CARE  OF  THE  ELDERLY  OR  DISABLED 

Heating  for  elderly  people  in  winter 

A  circular  from  Central  Government  Departments  reminds 
us  of  the  need  to  draw  attention  to  problems  particularly  of 
older  or  disabled  people  during  the  winter. 

Whilst  there  is  to  be  an  increase  in  supplementary  benefits 
for  special  heating  purposes  the  circular  reminds  us  that  some¬ 
times  an  improved  or  new  appliance  is  necessary. 

Please  ask  anyone  who  is  aware  of  a  possible  situation  to 
inform  the  Social  Services  so  that  any  necessary  help  can  be 
arranged. 

Long  term  processes,  for  instance  smoke  control  areas  and 
improvement  grants,  which  make  grant  money  available  and 
ensure  that  adequate  appliances  are  installed  in  the  properties 
considered  are  most  important. 

These  are  additional  reasons  which  your  Medical  Officer 
puts  forward  to  support  these  excellent  schemes. 
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Periods  of  emergency 

After  the  fuel  crisis  it  was  worthwhile  considering  any 
lessons  learnt  from  the  situations  arising  which  might  be  rele¬ 
vant  in  other  emergency  situations. 

(a)  Were  guardrails  and  handrails  found  to  be  adequate  at 
home  and  in  the  town  ? 

(b)  Appreciation  that  adjusting  “gas  cylinders”  should  not 
be  carried  out  with  naked  flames  around.  (Camping 
equipment). 

(c)  Consideration  of  more  satisfactory  alternative  temporary 
lighting  to  candles — a  source  of  danger  to  many. 

(d)  The  value  of  possessing  a  transistor  set  as  well  as  a 
television  set  was  demonstrated.  Is  this  a  matter  which 
“organisations”  might  interest  themselves  in  when  con¬ 
sidering  the  needs  of  older  and  disabled  people. 

Much  kindness  and  neighbourliness  was  shown  during  this 
period.  Our  thanks  should  go  to  all  those  who  assisted  others 
and  to  the  many  members  of  the  Social  Services  who  carried 
out  much  excellent  work. 

inquiry  into  severe  physical  disablement 

“The  British  Medical  Journal”  of  13th  May,  1972,  quotes  as 
follows  : — 

“In  a  written  answer  on  26th  April  Sir  KEITH  JOSEPH  said 
that  Baroness  Sharp  had  agreed  to  conduct  a  comprehensive  in¬ 
quiry  whose  terms  of  reference  were  ‘to  re-examine  the  limita¬ 
tions  imposed  upon  persons  whose  mobility  is  reduced  by  severe 
physical  disablement  not  occasioned  by  old  age  and  the  means 
by  which  those  limitations  can  be  mitigated,  having  regard  to 
the  needs  and  circumstances  of  the  disabled  people  and  to  the 
help  in  cash  or  kind  which  the  available  resources  permit  or 
could  permit  from  the  various  agencies  with  responsibilities  for 
such  persons’.” 

Her  report  would  be  published.  Lady  Sharp  would  be 
pleased  to  receive  the  views  of  interested  organisations  and 
individuals. 

Mr.  J.  Muir  had  been  appointed  secretary  to  the  inquiry 
and  evidence  could  be  sent  to  him  at  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security,  Government  Buildings,  Warbreck  Hill  Road, 
Blackpool,  Lancashire.” 

It  may  be  that  a  member  or  local  organisation  has  a  view  to 
express  and  should,  therefore,  do  so. 

Care  of  Disabled 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  in  their  July  Bulletin  illustrate 
the  arrangements  which  can  be  made  to  help  the  disabled.  For 
instance : — 
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Tutankhamun  Exhibition — Entry  for  the  Disabled 

Any  disabled  person  wishing  to  go  to  the  Tutankhamun 
exhibition  at  the  British  Museum,  should  write  to  the  Warden 
of  the  Front  Hall,  British  Museum,  London,  W.C.l,  stating  the 
date  and  time  of  the  proposed  visit,  and  whether  he  or  she 
wishes  to  borrow  a  wheelchair.  The  visitor  will  then  have  no 
need  to  queue.” 

This  type  of  care  might  be  remembered  on  other  occasions. 

SPACES  IN  THE  HOME  (BATHROOMS  AND  W.C*s) 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
Design  Bulletin  24  on  this  matter. 

Many  points  are  covered,  including  the  proper  siting  of  w.c.s 
so  that  noise  is  not  a  problem  or  embarrassment  within  the 
dwelling. 

Emphasis  on  bath  sizes  so  that  old  people  cannot  slip  down 
and  become  completely  immersed.  Provision  of  handles  in  bath 
and  w.c.  compartments  and  attached  to  or  near  the  bath  are 
recommended. 

It  is  stated  that  there  is  a  greater  tendency  to  the  two  w.c. 
house  where  there  is  more  than  one  storey.  This  is  particularly 
useful  in  case  of  illness,  old  age  or  numerous  children  ! 

In  the  provision  of  toilet  compartments  for  wheel-chair 
users  it  is  emphasised  that  the  wash-hand  basin  should  be  able 
to  be  used  by  a  person  sitting  on  the  w.c.  fitting. 

WINTER  WEATHER 

(a)  Illumination 

A  recent  investigation  in  another  district  has  disclosed  a 
lack  of  maintenance  of  lighting  facilities.  Dusty  fittings  and 
darkened  ceilings  with  old  light  bulbs  produce  a  low  standard  of 
illumination. 

With  the  onset  of  darker  days  it  is  important  to  see  that 
fittings  are  in  good  order  and  clean.  Light  bulbs  do  deteriorate 
and  might  need  to  be  changed  before  they  normally  expire. 

This  applies  to  all  places  of  work,  pleasure  and  in  the 
home. 

(b)  Accident  Prevention 

Each  year  there  are  falls  and  injuries  as  a  result  of  in¬ 
adequate  lighting  of  steps  and  entries. 

There  are  also  similar  accidents  as  a  result  of  icy  condi¬ 
tions.  Some  Authorities  supply  suitable  salt  and  or  grit  for 
persons  who  wish  to  collect.  Other  people  make  their  own 
arrangements. 

Thought  and  preparation  now  might  prevent  an  injury  and 
consequent  hospital  treatment. 
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INTERNATIONAL  CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION 

Before  Easter  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  commenced  in 
Yugoslavia  and  there  were  other  cases  in  the  Middle  East. 

The  usual  seasonal  warning  to  travellers  abroad  to  check 
their  travel  documents  well  in  advance  of  travelling  was  given. 

This  applies  especially  to  staff  of  organisations  who  may 
have  to  go  abroad  urgently. 

Travel  agents  dealing  with  the  countries  concerned  often 
have  the  latest  information  because  of  their  courier  services. 

If  in  doubt  it  does  save  worry  and  last  minute  upsets  to 
have  full  cover.  To  be  poorly  on  holiday  as  a  result  of  last 
minute  immunisation  should  be  avoided. 

MEASLES  VACCINATION 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer,  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security,  draws  attention  to  the  reduced  number  of  measles 
cases  occurring  which  might  reasonably  be  attributed  to  the 
vaccination  campaign. 

However,  there  should  be  no  cases  of  measles  infection 
occurring.  This  requires  that  some  90  per  cent  of  susceptible 
children  should  be  vaccinated.  The  present  figure  is  about  half 
this. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  improve  this. 

Later  in  the  year  the  following  comments  were  made  to  the 
Health  Committee  : — 

Measles  cases  are  being  notified  although  in  small  numbers. 
Outbreaks  do  not  normally  drift  on.  There  are  still  not  enough 
children  vaccinated  against  measles  to  prevent  its  spread  in  the 
community.  The  use  of  computers  assists  in  bringing  about  a 
high  rate  of  vaccination.  This  the  County  Council  are  proceeding 
to  do.  In  the  meantime  it  is  necessary  to  urge  all  interested 
persons  to  ensure  that  young  children  do  attend  for  vaccination. 

SEXUALLY  TRANSMITTED  DISEASES 

Continued  concern  is  expressed  at  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases.  There  is  no  indication  of  any  local  problem. 

In  1965  the  Chief  Medical  Officer,  Department  of  Health, 
stated  that  there  were  36,691  cases  of  Gonorrhoea.  In  1970  there 
were  53,525  cases. 

Changes  in  attitudes  and  ways  of  life  have  a  bearing  on 
these  increases. 

Some  of  the  new  methods  of  birth  control  remove  some  of 
the  old  deterrent  factors. 

Leaflets  are  available. 

A  Health  Message  can  be  heard  on  a  telephone  answering 
device — telephone  Shirebrook  2577. 
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SMOKING  AND  HEALTH 

A  number  of  reports  have  been  made  over  the  last  10  years 
on  this  personal  pollution  problem. 

Members  will  be  aware  of  the  illness  and  deaths  caused  by 
this  habit. 

They  will  also  be  aware  of  the  discomfort  caused  to  others 
by  inadequate  ventilation  and  lack  of  facilities  for  non-smokers 
on  occasions. 

Much  change  is  taking  place.  More  space  is  now  reserved 
for  non-smokers  on  trains  and  in  aircraft.  Most  theatres  restrict 
smoking  and  cinemas  have  non-smoking  areas. 

A  member  of  the  Derbyshire  Action  on  Smoking  &  Health 
Committee  reported  that  he  was  delighted  to  be  asked  if  he 
would  like  a  seat  for  non-smokers  when  he  visited  a  Derby 
cinema  recently. 

Work  is  being  carried  out  into  the  effects  of  carbon 
monoxide  inhaled  by  cigarette  smokers.  Some  most  unhappy 
results  seem  to  be  appearing. 

The  level  of  carbon  monoxide  in  cigarette  smoke  is  reported 
to  be  higher  than  that  arrived  at  elsewhere  and  it  has  been 
suggested  that  this  may  affect  judgment  on  occasions. 

There  is  much  more  to  be  said  and  done.  Your  Medical 
Officer  is  reminded  time  and  time  again  when  carrying  out 
medical  examinations  of  the  “angry  red  throats”  of  heavy  cigar¬ 
ette  smokers — a  clear  indication  of  one  of  the  results  of  smoking. 

Various  organisations  are  assisting  in  many  ways — A.S.H. 
and  D.A.S.H.,  the  Health  Education  Council,  the  national  and 
local  Press,  television  and  radio,  the  advertising  media,  Health 
Education  staff  employed  by  local  authorities,  family  doctors  and 
hospital  staff  are  some  of  these  groups  who  assist  each  in  their 
own  way.  There  is  no  doubt  about  the  public  awareness  of  the 
problem.  Effective  action  is  growing  slowly.  Long  encouraged 
bad  habits  cannot  be  changed  overnight.  Some  workers  become 
depressed  at  the  lack  of  obvious  quick  results. 

We  look  on  this  type  of  problem  as  long-term  and  expect 
to  note  results  over  years  rather  than  weeks. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

All  opportunities  are  taken  to  bring  before  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  the  people  of  the  District  matters  which 
might  have  a  bearing  on  their  health  and  comfort. 

Much  discussion  takes  place.  The  local  Press  are  most 
helpful. 

As  this  report  indicates  many  problems  are  considered. 

This  is  only  part  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  District.  Not 
only  television,  radio  and  the  local  Press  but  school  teachers 
and  health  visitors  all  play  their  part. 

Posters  and  leaflets  are  used  as  often  as  possible  to  support 
the  comments  made. 


HOME  SAFETY 

The  Councils  of  Ripley  and  Alfreton  consider  that  safety  in 
the  home  is  of  prime  importance.  Their  joint  Home  Safety 
Committee  has  flourished  for  many  years  under  a  number  of 
efficient  and  vigorous  Chairmen  and  Secretaries. 

Financially  supported  by  the  two  Councils  and  the  Derby¬ 
shire  County  Council,  it  meets  regularly.  It  is  composed  of 
council  representatives  and  representatives  of  local  organisa¬ 
tions.  Representatives  of  the  Fire  Service  and  public  utilities 
make  most  useful  contributions. 

The  purpose  is  to  use  all  available  avenues  open  to  them 
to  bring  home  to  members  of  the  public  the  dangers  inherent 
in  some  practices  and  in  some  types  of  equipment. 

Pressure  by  this  Committee  and  13  other  Home  Safety 
Committees  in  Derbyshire  over  the  many  years  of  their  existence 
has  been  quite  remarkable. 

The  change  from  a  quite  dangerous  bonfire  night  to  much 
safer  ones  must  be  one  of  the  credits.  As  a  result,  immense 
backing  on  television,  on  sound  radio  and  in  the  papers  has 
grown. 

The  production  of  flame-resistant  clothing  is  another 
product  of  pressure  by  Home  Safety  Committees. 

Consumer  organisations  and  journals  are  now  particularly 
interested  in  home  safety. 

The  action  of  these  committees  in  the  new  local  govern¬ 
ment  arrangements  will  need  careful  consideration  and  re¬ 
orientation.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1972 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ripley  Urban  District  Council : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twelfth  Annual  Report, 
which  will  be  the  penultimate  for  this  Council. 

The  district’s  two  Smoke  Control  Orders  are  in  full  opera¬ 
tion  and  a  third  is  declared,  to  operate  from  1st  November,  1973. 

The  main  sewerage  scheme  is  proceeding.  New  sewers  are 
laid  serving  Ambergate.  New  sewers  are  being  laid  to  serve 
Lower  Hartshay  and  parts  of  Nether  Heage. 

Seventy-five  per  cent  grants  have  given  a  much-needed  boost 
to  the  improvement  of  older  houses  and  an  ambitious  scheme 
for  council  house  improvement  is  in  progress. 

The  Swimming  Baths  and  the  Community  Centre  are  open 
and  are  welcome  amenities  to  the  town. 

Progress  towards  making  the  town  a  better  place  in  which 
to  live  and  work  can  be  seen  and  the  support  of  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  work  of 
the  staff  of  the  department  has  been  much  appreciated.

FOOD 

The  Department  provides  a  free  advisory  service  available 
for  all  food  traders.  It  is  concerned  with  the  fitness  of  food  for 
human  consumption,  the  construction  of  food  premises  and 
standards  of  hygiene.  It  is  part  of  the  responsibility  to  ensure 
that  food  is  clean  and  wholesome. 

Food  Surrendered  or  Condemned

Food  Hygiene 

Most  of  the  work  in  promoting  satisfactory  standards  of 
cleanliness  in  food  businesses  is  of  an  advisory  nature  and 
persuasion  is  widely  used  to  remedy  unsatisfactory  conditions. 
It  is  customary  to  resort  to  court  proceedings  only  in  the  more 
serious  cases. 

43  premises  were  inspected. 

Sampling 

2  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  biological  examination 
for  brucella  abortus.  This  is  a  disease  of  cattle  which  causes 
abortion  and  can  be  passed  to  man  through  the  consumption  of 
unpasteurised  milk  or  cream  from  an  infected  animal.  All  the 
results  were  negative.  Sampling  is  also  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 
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Working  Conditions  in  Offices  and  Shops 

During  1972  four  premises  became  registered  in  the  district. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  numbers  of  the  various  types  of 
premises  registered  by  the  local  authority  were  as  set  out  in 
Table  10. 

109  visits  were  paid  to  registered  premises  during  the  year. 
Details  are  given  in  Table  10. 

Contraventions 

A  total  of  10  contraventions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  or  of  regulations  made  under  the 
Act  were  detected  in  1972.  Details  of  the  various  types  of 
contraventions  are  given  in  Table  10. 

No  proceedings  have  been  taken  during  1972  but  the 
enforcement  of  the  Act  continues. 

Accidents 

1  non-fatal  accident  was  reported  during  the  year.  The

The  Council’s  programme  of  new  houses  has  come  to  a  halt 
as  attention  is  devoted  to  improving  existing  houses. 

Voluntary  Housing  Improvements 

In  order  to  speed  up  the  rate  of  house  improvement,  the 
Housing  Act,  1969,  introduced  more  generous  assistance  for 
people  who  want  to  improve  and  modernise  sound  older  homes. 
There  are  now  no  conditions  to  comply  with  after  improvement, 
nothing  to  pay  back  even  if  you  sell,  and  improved  houses 
qualify  for  the  payment  of  more  realistic  rents  by  tenants.  75 
per  cent  grants  up  to  £1,500  can  be  made,  provided  the  work  is 
completed  by  the  23rd  June,  1974. 
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During  the  last  10  years  the  Council  has  made  104  dis¬ 
cretionary  and  410  standard  grants  which  have  assisted  in 
providing  the  following  amenties  : —

In  Ripley  Urban  District  according  to  the  1961  Census  : 

17  houses  were  without  a  cold  water  tap  in  the  house  (8 
shared  this  facility). 

1,054  households  were  without  a  hot  water  tap  (3  shared). 

1,510  households  were  without  water  closet  within  or  attached 
to  the  building  (13  shared). 

It  is  currently  estimated  that  : — 

1,337  are  without  hot  and  cold  water  at  three  points. 

822  are  without  a  fixed  bath. 

1,137  are  without  an  internal  water  closet. 

697  are  without  all  three. 

These  include  a  number  of  Council  houses  and  schemes  for 
the  improvement  of  these  are  in  progress. 

The  1971  census  figures  are  awaited  with  interest. 

Multi-Occupation 

Multi-occupation  is  virtually  non-existent  in  this  area. 
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General  Improvement  Area 

The  Council  declared  the  Greenwich  General  Improvement 
Area  and,  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Council,  an  exhibition, 
public  meeting  and  consultations  with  the  residents  took  place, 
and  the  scheme  is  being  prepared.  Before  it  was  completed, 
however,  economic  restrictions  resulted  in  the  scheme  being 
deleted  from  the  estimates.  Preparation  of  details  is  continuing, 
but  its  implementation  must  depend  upon  its  inclusion  in  the 
programme  of  the  new  authority. 

Compulsory  Improvements 

The  Housing  Act,  1964,  has  given  power  in  certain  circum¬ 
stances,  for  the  Council  to  require  improvements  to  be  carried 
out. 

The  Act  provides  that  any  tenant  occupying  a  dwelling 
which  is  without  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities  (viz  :  a 
sink,  bath  or  shower  in  a  separate  room,  hot  water  system,  wash 
hand  basin,  inside  water  closet),  may  make  representations  in 
writing  to  the  local  authority  with  a  view  to  the  exercise  of 
their  power  to  compel  owners  to  provide  these  amenities. 
Tenants  seem  reluctant  to  ask  the  Council  to  use  these  powers. 

Unfit  Houses 

The  Chapel  Street  Clearance  Area  has  been  cleared  and  the 
land  is  to  be  used  for  car  parking  when  arrangements  can  be 
made  for  access. 

A  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  has  been  made  in  respect  of 
Cope’s  Houses,  Coupe  Street,  Waingroves,  involving  six  houses. 

11  Demolition  Orders  and  10  Closing  Orders  were  made  on 
individual  houses  which  were  unfit  and  5  Undertakings  to  repair 
were  accepted. 

The  amount  of  this  work  depends  on  the  rate  at  which  occu¬ 
pants  of  unfit  properties  can  be  rehoused.  11  families  were  re¬ 
housed  from  unfit  properties  in  1972.  Approximately  409  houses 
are  estimated  to  be  unfit. 

Pail  Closets 

There  are  now  45  pail  closets  in  the  area.  Sewer  extensions 
in  progress  will  enable  this  position  to  be  improved  very  soon.

Caravans 

There  are  five  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  area  containing 
five  residential  caravans  and  two  caravans  for  holiday  purposes. 

The  travelling  scrap  dealers  remain  a  problem  to  which  the 
only  answer  appears  to  be  municipal  sites.  The  provision  of  sites 
in  this  county  is  urgently  necessary,  if  the  continued  nuisance 
and  health  hazard  from  this  source  are  to  be  abated  and  the 
County  Council  have  the  responsibility  to  make  this  provision. 

CLEAN  AIR 

The  Council  has  two  smoke  control  areas  in  operation  and 
No.  3  area  the  Steam  Mill  Lane  Area,  operates  from  the  1st 
November,  1973.  The  alteration  of  appliances  proceeds  smoothly 
and  increased  grants  will  apply  to  this  area. 

It  is  important  to  remember  that  pollution  from  domestic 
chimneys  is  emitted  at  low  velocity,  at  a  low  level  and  contains 
a  relatively  high  proportion  of  soot,  tar  and  other  unburnt 
constituents.  Moreover,  domestic  smoke  pollution  is  very  much 
a  local  matter  and  depends  on  the  density  of  the  population 
and  its  coal  consumption  in  a  relatively  small  surrounding  area. 
In  other  words,  small  towns  even  in  country  districts  can  be  as 
dirty  as  large  towns. 

There  is  no  technical  problem  as  far  as  domestic  pollution 
is  concerned.  It  is  a  matter  of  ceasing  to  use  raw  coal  on  the 
domestic  grate — other  than  naturally  smokeless  fuels — and  of 
using  manufactured  fuels,  gas,  electricity  or  oil. 
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No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  due  to  shortage  of  either 
premium  or  non-premium  solid  smokeless  fuels. 

It  is  an  offence  to  obtain  solid  smoke-producing  fuel  for  use 
in  a  smoke  control  area  or  to  sell  fuel  by  retail  for  delivery  to 
premises  in  such  an  area. 

The  A61  is  now  a  major  source  of  air  pollution  in  the  town 
and  this  will  increase  until  the  bypass  is  provided. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  is  by  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  of 
which  Ripley  Urban  District  Council  is  a  constituent  authority. 
A  mains  supply  is  available  almost  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  district,  which  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  There 
is  no  source  or  treatment  works  in  the  area. 

The  Water  Board  makes  regular  examinations  of  the  water 
going  into  supply.  As  all  water  is  chlorinated  before  being 
passed  into  supply,  the  majority  of  samples  are  taken  after 
treatment. 

Typical  chemical  and  bacteriological  results  are  given  in 
Table  8. 

Only  the  proportion  of  the  supply  obtained  from  the  Der¬ 
went  Valley  Water  Board  is  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 
Under  the  Derwent  Valley  Act,  1899,  water  supplied  by  the 
Board  is  required  to  be  treated  by  them  for  the  prevention  of 
such  action  before  the  water  is  delivered  to  any  of  the  con¬ 
stituent  undertakings. 

Water  samples  are  only  taken  by  the  Health  Department 
as  an  occasional  check  and  in  cases  of  complaint. 

The  water  continues  to  be  harder  than  is  desirable  in  the 
Ripley  area  and  lack  of  pressure  arises  from  a  number  of  houses 
being  served  by  joint  pipes  in  wrought-iron  which  is  aggravated 
by  the  presence  of  lime.  The  Council  has  agreed  to  make  grants 
in  respect  of  the  provision  of  separate  pipes  where  pressure  is 
inadequate  and  this  helps  towards  solving  the  problem. 

The  Water  Board  has  achieved  some  reduction  in  hardness 
but  the  lime  already  deposited  is  still  there  to  cause  future 
problems. 

The  hardness  figures  for  the  past  10  years  are  given  in 
Table  8. 


NOISE 

Complaints  of  noise  have  continued  to  arise  from  time  to 
time. 

Factories  are  sited  among  dwelling  houses  and  noise  com¬ 
plaints  are  inevitable.  Every  effort  is  made  to  reduce  noise  but 
with  varying  success.  The  most  common  cause  of  complaint  is 
the  barking  of  dogs.  The  only  remedy  for  industrial  noise  is  the 
separation  of  the  houses  and  industry  by  means  of  planning 
control.  Traffic  noise  increases  due  to  the  lack  of  a  bypass 
road. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  sewerage  arrangements  for  the  area  are  not  adequate. 
Some  are  of  insufficient  size,  some  are  defective  due  to  sub¬ 
sidence,  most  are  overloaded,  and  some  areas  are  without 
sewers. 

The  new  Northern  Sewage  Works  is  in  operation  and  the 
following  are  completed  : — 

New  pumping  station  at  Street  Lane  Sewage  Works  and 
rising  main  into  Marehay  sewage  system. 

Sewers  have  been  extended  in  Heage  Road  area  to  Norman 
Road  Pumping  Station,  which  has  been  demolished. 

New  pumping  machinery  has  been  installed  at  Sotshole 
Pumping  Station. 

New  sewers  have  been  laid  to  serve  Nuttalls  Park  area  and 
Wright  Avenue  Pumping  Station  has  been  demolishd. 

New  outfall  sewer  from  Southern  Works  to  Marehay  Sewage 
Works. 

Improvements  to  Heage  Sewage  Works. 

New  Pumping  Station  at  Derby  Road,  Ambergate,  and  rising 
main  to  existing  outfall  to  existing  pumping  station  along¬ 
side  the  railway  embankment. 

New  sewer  to  serve  Derby  Road,  Ambergate. 

New  sewers  have  been  laid  to  serve  Old  Road  and  Parkside, 
Heage. 

The  Northern  Sewage  Works  is  now  overloaded  and  exten¬ 
sions  are  needed. 

The  following  work  is  in  progress  : — 

New  sewage  works  on  the  present  site  of  the  Marehay 
Sewage  Works. 

Extension  of  Thacker  Wood  Sewage  Works  and  provision 
of  sludge  pressing  plant. 

On  the  reverse  side  of  the  coin,  the  following  sewers 
surcharge  and  need  to  be  enlarged  : — 

Church  Street,  Waingroves,  to  Heanor  Works. 

Peasehill  to  site  of  old  Southern  Works. 

Fletcher  Street  to  Padley  Hall,  Hammersmith. 

Eagle  Street,  Heage,  to  Tenter  Lane,  Heage. 

The  Northern  Sewage  Works,  recently  completed,  is  already 
overloaded.  In  addition  the  River  Authority  has  asked  for 
a  higher  standard  of  effluent.  Enlargement  of  the  works 
is  therefore  required. 

New  sewers  are  required  for  the  areas  of  the  Gate  Inn, 
Lower  Hartshay,  Nodin  Hill,  Nether  Heage  and  Golden 
Valley.

CESSPOOLS  AND  SEPTIC  TANKS 

There  are  now  119  cesspools  in  the  district  and  the  Council 
undertakes  their  emptying  free  of  charge.  Two  vehicles  are 
used,  one  of  which  is  a  combined  cesspool/gully  emptier.  The 
improvement  grant  scheme  is  increasing  this  work  and  the  sewer 
extensions  bring  welcome  relief.  The  road  gullies  are  emptied 
four  times  a  year.  The  Council  prefers  the  use  of  septic  tanks 
instead  of  cesspools  where  the  nature  of  the  soil  permits  them. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  Ripley  Pool  is  now  completed  and  represents  the 
culmination  of  a  great  deal  of  effort  by  the  Council  and  the 
community  at  large  through  the  Ripley  Development  Association 

The  Accommodation  and  facilities  are  as  follows  : — 

The  building  comprises  of  an  entrance  hall  with  associated 
staff  accommodation,  the  changing  areas,  first-aid  room, 
plant  rooms  and  a  balcony  refreshment  area. 

Immediately  within  the  entrance  hall  is  the  pay  desk  which 
controls  admission  to  all  parts  of  the  building. 

Vending  machines  for  drinks  and  snacks  are  situated  in 
the  entrance  hall  and  are  available  for  all  patrons  of  the 
building. 

Access  to  Male  and  Female  changing  accommodation  is 
directly  from  the  entrance  hall.  Swimmers  change  in 
cubicles  or  mass  changing  rooms,  hand  in  their  clothes 
at  the  central  clothes  store,  pass  through  the  pre-cleanse 
area,  through  the  footbath  and  into  the  pool  hall. 

The  clothes  store  has  been  planned  for  use  by  both  sexes 
so  that  if  necessary  it  can  be  operated  by  only  one  member 
of  staff. 

There  is  clothes  storage  accommodation  for  three  hundred 
and  seventy-five,  although  the  pools’  total  safety  capacity 
being  two  hundred  and  eighty-one  bathers,  the  additional 
baskets  are  for  change-over  periods,  when  swimmers  are 
changing  to  go  swimming  and  changing  after  their  swim. 

Access  for  staff  between  the  clothes  store  and  the  pool  is 
via  the  pool  side  store/duct  lobby. 
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The  pool  hall  is  accessible  directly  from  the  entrance  hall 
and  the  door  is  of  sufficient  width  for  invalids,  as  access 
by  wheelchair  is  not  practical  from  the  changing  area 
via  the  footbath  into  the  pool  hall. 

The  main  pool  is  25  metres  long  by  10.5  metres  wide,  which 
allows  five  swimming  lanes  ;  the  depths  increase  from 
0.9  metres  down  to  2.0  metres. 

The  teaching  pool  is  12.25  metres  long  by  7.5  metres  wide 
and  across  the  shallow  side  are  five  access  steps  the  full 
width  of  the  pool  which  descend  to  a  depth  of  0.75  metres 
and  slope  to  a  depth  of  0.9  metres  at  the  deepest  part. 

All  finishes  are  designed  for  maximum  hygiene  and  ease  of 
maintenance.  The  changing  areas  and  pool  hall  have  a  well 
drained  floor  of  non-slip  tiles.  The  walls  of  the  changing 
areas,  pool  hall,  foyer  and  toilets  are  tiled  to  a  height  of 
2  metres  with  an  anti-condensation  coating  applied 
above. 

The  pool  hall  ceiling  and  refreshment  area  is  of  proprietary 
strips  with  good  sound  absorption  properties. 

Lino  floor  covering  has  been  laid  in  the  clothes  store, 
refreshment  area,  entrance  area,  pay  desk,  Manager’s 
office  and  staff  room. 

Emergency  fire  exits  are  situated  in  the  pool  hall,  spectators’ 

area  and  through  the  plant  room. 

The  first-aid  room  is  centrally  situated  to  the  pool,  on  the 
changing-room  side  of  the  building  and  is  fitted  with  an 
examination  couch  and  first-aid  equipment,  including  an 
oxygen  resuscitator. 

A  piece  of  land  at  the  rear  of  the  building  is  available  for 
future  extensions  should  they  be  required  to  provide  extra 
facilities. 

Mechanical  Services 

Heat  for  the  entire  pool  complex  is  provided  by  two  gas- 
fired,  cast-iron  sectional  boilers  each  having  a  rating  of 
1,354,000  B.t.u.  per  hour  and  supply  low-pressure  hot 
water  to  the  following  : 

(a)  The  Plenum  Heater  Batteries  ; 

(b)  The  Pool  water  heating  calorifiers  ; 

(c)  The  L.P.H.W.  heating  circuit  consisting  of  fan  con¬ 
nectors,  radiators  and  continuous  convector ; 

(d)  The  domestic  hot  water  service  calorifier ; 

(e)  The  low-temperature  radiant  panel  circuit. 

Warm  filtered  air  is  supplied  to  the  pool  hall  and  changing 
areas  from  the  two  plenum  systems  and  is  discharged 
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at  high  level.  Air  is  mechanically  extracted  through  local 
roof  units.  The  plant  serving  the  pool  hall  maintains  a 
temperature  of  84deg.  F.,  and  provides  eight  air  changes 
per  hour  whilst  the  changing  areas  are  maintained  at 
75deg.  F.,  with  a  minimum  of  ten  air  changes  per  hour. 

Radiant  wall  panels  are  installed  on  the  south  end  wall  of 
the  pool  hall. 

The  pool  filtration  plant  consists  of  a  horizontal  pressure 
sand  filter,  supplying  warm  sterilised  water  to  both  pools. 
The  turnover  rates  are  :  main  pool  three  hours  and  the 
teaching  pool  one  and  a  half  hours.  The  main  pool  water 
capacity  of  85,500  gallons  will  be  maintained  at  a  tem¬ 
perature  of  80deg.  F.,  and  the  14,500  gallons  in  the  teach¬ 
ing  pool  maintained  at  82deg.  F. 

Electrical  Services 

Lighting  for  the  pools  consists  of  two  rows  of  fluorescent 
recessed  units  switched  on  from  the  Instructor’s  Room. 

Recessed  fluorescent  fittings  are  situated  within  the  rest  of 
the  building. 

Emergency  lighting  is  available  in  all  public  areas  and  plant 
room,  with  exit  signs  at  strategic  points. 

External  lighting  is  provided  for  the  approaches,  car  park 
and  main  entrance. 

A  simple  manually-operated  fire  alarm  system  has  been 
installed. 

The  pool,  entrance  hall,  changing  areas  and  balcony  are 
provided  with  a  public  address  system  with  a  facility  for 
adding  background  music.  Microphones  may  be  used  for 
the  pay  desk  and  various  points  in  the  pool  hall. 

A  telephone  is  provided  in  the  pay  area  with  an  extension 
to  the  Manager’s  Office. 

Mains-operated  clocks  are  provided. 

An  automatic  control  panel  controls  heating  and  ventilation 
systems,  whilst  the  filtration  plant  is  controlled  manually 
from  a  separate  control  panel. 

An  electric  cooker  has  been  provided  in  the  kitchen  for 
cooking  of  staff  meals. 

Internal  communication  telephones  have  been  installed  in 
the  Manager’s  Office,  Pay  Desk,  Staff  Room,  Basket 
Room,  First-Aid  Room  and  Plant  Room. 

The  provision  of  these  baths  is  an  achievement  in  which 
the  whole  area  may  take  pride. 

A  short  term  productivity  scheme  is  in  operation  which 
pays  a  10  per  cent  bonus  for  equivalent  financial  savings. 

Lamsac  have  been  commissioned  to  introduce  productivity 
bonus  schemes. 
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Provision  of  Dustbins  and  Paper  Sack  Holders 

The  Council  supplies  dustbins  and  paper  sack  holders  at 
cost  price,  plus  a  small  delivery  charge,  and  51  dusbins  were 
sold  under  this  scheme,  together  with  2  paper  sack  holders  and 
one  stand.  Where  paper  sack  holders  are  purchased,  sacks  are 
supplied  free  of  charge. 

Trade  Waste 

The  fee  for  collection  of  trade  waste  from  certain  premises 
is  £1.63  for  each  additional  receptable.

The  disposal  of  scrap  cars  is  dealt  with  satisfactorily  under 
the  Civic  Amenities  Act. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Controlled  tipping  takes  place  at  the  Waingroves  Refuse 
Tip.  A  Bristol  Taurus  Tractor  is  in  use.  There  is  a  shortage  of 
suitable  covering  material. 

The  main  problems  are  vandalism,  tip  fires  and  the  blowing 
about  of  paper  and  polythene  in  windy  weather. 

Transport  and  Vehicle  Maintenance 

Vehicle  maintenance  with  Test  plating  Certificates  and  rear 
markings,  “O”  licences,  H.G.V.  licences,  etc.,  becomes  more  com¬ 
plicated  and  increases  costs.
